Mayor Baymond R. Tucker to- 
day awaited reaction by the 
Teamsters Union to his second 
public appeal that striking con- 
struction material truck drivers 
submit to arbitration the un- 
solved issues in their stubborn 


dispute with 35 building mate- 
rial firms. 


Referring to his proposal last | 
Friday that a public arbitration 
board be named to hear the 
facts and settle the dispute, the 
Mayor said he was again calling 
on public opinion “as the only 
force left that is stronger than 
either of the parties in this need- 
less strike.” 

The union, through Harold J. 
Gibbons, trustee of the Team- 
sters Joint Council, has termed 
the Mayor’s arbitration proposal 
“vague and unrealistic.” 

Contractors Accept. 

The Ready-Mix Concrete Deal- 
ers’. Association, representing 
employers, accepted the Mayor's 
arbitration proposal. Members 
of Teamsters Local 682 rejected 
arbitration at a meeting Friday 
night. 

Gibbons explained that the 
union is demanding assurance 
that employers’ books be avail- 
able to an accountant as a

“Members of Local 682 have 
voted down arbitration on three 
occasions,’ Gibbons recalled. 
“We insist that, since the em- 
ployers have described our de- 
mands as exorbitant, it is neces- 
sary that their books be avail- 
able to an auditor.” 

Some Work Resumed. 

The tieup of the $75,000,000 
St. Louis construction program, 
due to the strike, was eased 
slightly today with the return to 
work of Teamsters members em- 
ployed by the Home Builders’ 
Association. Settlement of the 
dispute with the Home Builders, 
and previously with three other 
employers’ groups, permits re- 
sumption of some work, 

Major building cannot be re- 
sumed, however, until the 500 
drivers employed by - material 
firms end their walkout, now 
rounding out its ninth week. 
The Home Builders’ drivers re- 
ceived a wage increase of 15 
cents an hour now and 5 cents 
additional in the second year of 
a two-year agreement. 

“My proposed procedure for 
arbitration provides that the ar- 
bitrators have full power to de- 
termine the facts,” Mayor Tuck- 
er said in his latest City Hall 
statement. “In other words, both 
parties are to agree that the ar- 
bitrators can look at books and 
records if they deem that neces- 
sarv to arrive at a fair decision. 

“The proposal does net say 
the arbitrators must look at the 
firms’ books or, for that matter, 
at the union’s books. It does 
say that they may look at the 
books, company or union, and 
neither side can object if the ar- 
bitrators so decide. 

Up to Arbitrators. 

“The Teamsters object that 
this does not give them adequate 
safeguards. As one of the parties 
to the arbitration, they would 
have me dictate in advance of 
arbitration exactly what evi-

ON HUNGRY HORSE DAM; 

COST UNDER ESTIMATES 

HUNGRY HORSE, Mont., 

July 20 (AP), 
HE nation’s fourth high- 
T est, fourth largest con- 
crete dam is 99 per cent 
complete—below cost esti- 
mates and ahead of schedule. 

Bureau of Reclamation of- 
ficials said the cost of con- 
structing Hungry Horse Dam 
was $102,000,000, below the 
scheduled cost of $108,800,000 
when the project started in 
1948. 

Water storage in the reser- 
voir now totals 1,700,000 acre- 
feet and stretches back for 
more than 31 miles. Capacity 
is 3,250,000 acre-feet. The 
dam is 564 feet high, 2115 
feet long. | 

General-She-Morrison, 
prime contractor for construc- 
tion of the dam, wound up 
its work this weekend, ahead 
of the Nov. 27 deadline. The 


$48,000,000 contract was 
awarded April 21, 1948.

Investigations Ordered. 

Shortly after Sheriff Arthur C. 
Mosley’s handling of the shoot- 
ing of one of his deputies by 
another touched off a flood of 
complaints. about lax law en- 
forcement in the county, the 
Governor authorized agents of 
the Liquor Control and Revenue 
departments and the Highway 
Patrol to make investigations. 
The shooting was June 26. 

Attorney General Dalton re- 
ported his staff was making 
“definite progress” in collecting 
evidence in support of charges 
that some elected officials in 
St. Louis county have been

The county offices most fre-

Communists Warn That 
Those Accepting Aid

BERLIN, July 20 (UP)—Hun- 
gry East Germans today openly 
defied Communist threats to jail 
them as “American spies” and 
swarmed across the Iron Curtain 
to West Berlin to get free food. 


They came to accept coupons 
good for five West German 
marks ($1.20) worth of food even 
though the Red German gov- 
ernment said they would be con- 
sidered spies and agents of the 
“imperialtistic Americans” and 
become liable to harsh prison 
sentences. 


Distribution of the food cou- 
pons began in the American sec- 
tor border borough of Kreuz- 
berg. More than 1000 East Ger- 
mans wese lined up outside the 
borough hall before it opened 
and many more arrived as the

(“At the same time,” Eisen- 
hower’s message said, “we shall 
continue to make clear to the 
Soviet government that the of- 
fer made July 10 was motivated 
solely by humanitarian impulses 
and that the fodd is available if 
that government wishes to per- 
mit its entrance into the Soviet 
zone of occupation.” 

(Eisenhower’s newest promise 
was in response to a second plea 
from Adenauer, who pledged his 
government would do everything 
possible to make the food avail- 
able to the Eastern zone Ger 
mans. 

‘New Hope and Courage.’ 

(Adenauer said the American 
offer has caused “great joy in 
all of Germany and especially 
given new hope and new courage 
to the people in the Soviet-oc- 
cupied zone.”) 


With the coupons distributed 


today, East Germans will be able 


to buy sorely needed flour, but- 
ter, margarine, meat, fruits, 
vegetables, milk or other foods 
in any of Kreuzberg’s shops. 

Kressmann estimated some 
12,000 East Germans who live on 
38 East Berlin streets adjoining 
his borough are eligible for the 
coupons. He was certain that 
most of them will defy the Reds 
and cross into Kreuzberg to get 
them.

The survivors described the 
hills as a battle-torn no man’s 
land. They said no Chinese were 
left atop the outposts, which 
were plastered by Red and A\l- 
lied artillery fire during the 
1500-man Red assault. 

Allied fighter-bombers and 
Marine guns pounded the hills 
relentlessly, but there was no 
immediate move to retake them. 

The Fifth Air Force said its 


planes slammed 500,000 pounds | 
|of bombs at Communist front- | 


lines from the Berlin outposts 
to the Kumsong front in the 
east. 

Sabre jets in, their dual role 
as fighter-bombers, Australian 
Meteor jets, and Marine. planes 
hit other Red targets deep in 
North Korea. 

Meanwhile, the Eighth Army 
said the Communists lost 6290 
killed and 1260 wounded across 
the front Sunday, mostly on the 
turbulent east-central front 
where the Reds last week 
hurled their biggest offensive in 
two years. Thie figure may have 
included some delayed reports. 

(Peiping radio last night 
claimed Communist troops 
killed, wounded or captured 
26,089 Allied troops in the Kum- 
song bulge area in the week 
ended Saturday. The broadcast, 
heard in Tokyo by Radio Press 
Agency, also claimed the Reds 
extended their front six miles 
and expanded their hold on 
ground by about 65 square 
miles. 

(The United States Eighth 
Army has not disclosed Allied 
losses during the Red offensive 
but front dispatches indicated 
casualties were heavy on both 
sides.) 

Barrage Signals Assault. 

A thunderous artillery bar- 
rage heralded the Reds’ assault 
on East Berlin and Berlin even 
as Communist and Allied truce 
teams met at Panmunjom to the 
southwest. 

Two reinforced Chinese bat- 
talions—about 750 men each— 
stormed the slopes of the twin 
hills at 10:30 p.m. Sunday. 
About two hours later, a burst 
of machine-gun fire signaled 
the end of the Marine resist- 
ance as the Chinese overran the 
outposts. 

The Red victory gave the 
Communists full control of a 
vital hill area made up of out- 
posts Reno, Carson and Vegas, 
East Berlin and Berlin. 

Allied observers speculated 
the Reds grabbed the Berlin 
outposts in the belief no effort 
would be made to retake them 
with an armistice apparently 
imminent. 

The fighting on the western 
sector hills was the most violent 
along the 150-mile front, al- 
thought smaller scale but fierce 
action flared along the tense 
Kumsong sector in east-central 
Korea. 

There, South Koreans troops 
attempting to regain ground lost 
in last week’s massive Red as- 
sault were pushed back slightly. 

A Chinese battalion hit the 
ROKs as they advanced cau- 
tiously near the junction of the 
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Kumsong and Pukhan rivers,

ate ratification of five treaties 
}on commerce and navigation, 
and an agriculture surplus dis- 
posal measure. 

Acting Senate Republican 
Leader Knowland said those are 
“priority” bills but others may 
also be run through “if we have 
time.” He said the others con- 
ceivably could include Hawaiian 
statehood and legislation on dis- 
posal of Government -owned 
synthetic rubber plants. 

A conspicuous addition to the 
“must” list was the bill for a 
$240,000,000 annual increase in 
postal rates. 

Knowland said this is one of 
the measures for which Congress 
will be held overtime if neces- 
sary. 

Reminded that last week he 
said he did not believe that bill 
would pass this year, he com- 
mented he was thinking then ef 
the “practical” situation in terms 
of a July 31 adjournment. He 
said the more “flexible’’ schedule 
resulting from today’s confer- 
ence caused inclusion of the 
postal bill on the “must” list. 

Both Knowland and House 
Speaker Martin said Congress 
can meet the July 31 deadline— 
if it wants to. 

Martin and Knowland have no 
secondary target date for ad- 
journment because they think 
the July 31 goal can be met, but 
they said they are prepared to 
hold Congress until all “must” 
bills are cleared—no matter how 
long it takes, 

Knowland said if need be he 
will call Senate sessions to start 
as early as 9 or 10 a.m. and con- 
tinue until midnight for the next 
two weeks. 

Knowland said the refugee 
quota bill, as approved by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
“would be acceptable” to the 
Administration. The committee 
cut the original requested fig- 
ure from 240,000 over a two- 
year span to 220,000 over a 
three-year period.

The Reds made public Sunday 
a list of assurances they said 
the Allies gave that South Korea 
would obey a truce. They said 
the U.N. Command promised not 
to support any aggressive action 
by the ROK army in violation of 
a cease-fire. 
| Another assurance listed by 
'the Reds was that “there is no 
time limit to the armistice.” 
There have been reports that 
South Korea had promised to 
abide by the armistice for only 
90 days. 

It was on the basis of these 
assurances that the Communists 
said they were ready to go ahead 
with final preparations for sign- 
ing the truce. 

Three United States members 
of the Military Armistice Com- 
mission flew here to join an 
Allied-Red staff officer session. 
The commission, which would be 
composed of top officers from 
the opposing armies, will con- 
trol the buffer zone separating 
the opposing forces. 

They met at 2:40 p.m. (12:40 
a.m. St. Louis time) and recessed 
an hour and 50 minutes later 
without setting another session. 

“We discussed- suggested ar- 
rangements which they (the 
Reds) will consider and proba- 
bly come back with their prod- 
posal,” said Navy Capt. B. M. 
Coleman, McClean, Va., one of: 
the three. 

The staff session then recon- 
vened at 4:50 p.m. without the 
commission members. More staff 
officer sessions were set for 
tomorrow. 

Delegates Await Call. 

The main tguce delegations 
presumably are awaiting a call 
from the staff officers to set a 
date for the signing. 

Liaison officers also met as 
both sides quickened the pace 
toward a truce signing. 

The Peiping radio announced 
that Czechoslovakian and Polish 
delegates who would serve on a 
four-nation armistice supervis- 
ory commission have arrived in 
the Red China capital. The 
Swedish and Swiss delegates al- 
ready are in Tokyo. 

The Reds sent 200 North Ko- 
rean and Chinese troops to re- 
sume work on the “signing 
building” at Panmunjom. Con- 
struction had been suspended for 
a month since Rhee freed 27,000 
anti-Red North Korean prisoners 
from Allied camps. 

Communist correspondent Al- 
an Winnington of the London 
Daily Worker said the building 
should be finished Thursday, but 
that the signing probably would 
not be that early. r

Urban Redevelopment Corp. of 
St. Louis, warned yesterday. 

Taking part in a symposium 
on urban redevelopment broad- 
cast by Radio Station KWK, he 
declared: 

“St.Louis is at the crossroads 
now. It has to move forward or 
go backward. I understand the 
proposed bond issue will not 
raise the tax rate. If the city 
doesn’t want to pass a $1,500,000 
bond issue for such a worthy 
project, it is in a bad way.” 


Special Election Sept. 29. 

The projected park would be 
the city’s contribution to rede- 
velopment of the Plaza area with 
apartments for 1350 middle-in- 
come families. The bond issue 
proposal, which requires ap- 
proval by two thirds of those 
voting, failed to carry by a nar- 
row margin last March, and will 
be resubmitted in a special elec- 
tion Sept. 29. , 

Pointing out that 68 subscrib- 
ers to the capital fund of the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. had 
raised more than $2,000,000 in 
amounts ranging from $250 to 
$300,000, Gardner said the sub- 
scribers do not expect to make 
any profit, this being purely a 
civic undertaking aimed at im- 
proving housing conditions and 
rehabilitating the downtown area. 

Only 42 families living in the 
area to be cleared for the park 
would have to be relocated, it 
was reported by Leo F. Havey, 
chairman of the city’s Land 
Clearance Commission. He 
warned that a number of busi- 
ness firms requiring room for 
expansion may move out of the 
city if the Plaza redevelopment 
is held up and thereby blocks 
plans for other projects, includ- 
ing clearance of slum areas for 
industrial redevelopment. 

Hope for Expressway. 

Preston Estep, treasurer of 
the Urban Redevelopment Corp., 
said the sponsors hope a sup- 
plementary expressway along 
Pine and Chestnut streets can 
be built simultaneously with the 
apartments in the plaza area. It 
might be possible to obtain fed- 
eral and state funds for the traf- 
fic artery, he added. 


William Murray, associate city 


counselor and legal adviser to 
the redevelopment group, out- 
lined the federal aid available 
under the Housing Act of 1949. 
He emphasized that, while the 
city is required to defray one- 
third of the cost of acquiring a 
slum area and clearing it for 
sale to a redeveloper ‘at reduced 
price, this municipal contribu- 
tion does not have to be made 
in: cash, a park, school or other 
improvement being acceptable. 

Former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, who is executive vice 
president of the Urban Rede- 
velopment Corp., was moderator 
of the symposium. 

Danger Elsewhere Noted. 

St. Louis is threatened by 
blight not only in the downtown 
area but in other parts of the 
city, and rehabilitation in resi- 
dential sections must be con- 
ducted on a block basis, the So- 
ciety of St. Vincent de Paul was 
told at its quarterly meeting 
yesterday. 

The Rt. Rev. John O’Grady, 
secretary of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Charities 
and a pioneer in the national 
movement for housing improve- 
ment, emphasized that a great 
deal can be accomplished 
through self-help on the part of 
householders interested in im- 
proving their own neighborhood, 

Plans should not be grandiose, 
he said. “Don’t make it too ex- 
pensive, too big and too fright- 
ening. Form an improvement 
organization on a block basis. 
Each fellow decides what he can 
do for himself, and when one 
sees what his neighbor accom- 
plishes, the idea spreads.”

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LACLEDE GAS STARTS 
MAILNG REFUNDS 


Sending of Checks Totaling 
$2,432,961 Expected to 
Take 30 Days. 


A 30-day job of mailing re- 
fund checks totaling $2,432,961 
was started by Laclede Gas Co. 
today. The checks are going to 
customers who purchased gas 
from the company from Jan. 21, 
1946, to Oct. 31, 1948. 

Average amount of the checks 
is about $5.86. They range ffom 
as little as 25 cents to consider- 
ably more, depending on the 
amount of gas used. 


The reason for the refund is 
that the company itself received 
ea refund from Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp., the pipeline firm 
that supplies Laclede, by order 
of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


When the pipeline company 
was ordered to reduce its rates, 
litigation began. Meanwhile the 
gas company was setting aside 
that part of its réceipts covered 
by the rate difference in ques- 
tion. When the litigation ended 
and the lower rates were or- 
dered with retroactive effect, 
the refund to Laclede’s custom- 
ers was in order. 

On June 3 the Public Service 
Commission, at Jefferson City, 
ordered Laclede to proceed with 
the refund. The commission de- 
nied the company’s claim on an 
expense item of $96,531 which 
it had paid in gross receipts 
taxes to the City of St. Louis 
and various county municipali- 
ties. 

At Jefferson City today, in a 
hearing before the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the gas com- 
pany proposed to increase the 
depreciation rates for retirement 
of gas plant property no longer 
used. The new rates would add 
about $300,000 a year to the 
present retirement reserve 
charge of slightly more than 
$550,000 a year. The company 
also asked the commission to 
determine procedure for writing 
off a balance of about $2,000,000 
of the value of a coke oven 
plant that went out of use when 
Laclede converted to straight 
natural gas.

Former Ralston - Purina 
Executive Alleges 


$250,000 Agreement Is 
Defective. 


Edward T. Hall of New York 
City, former St. Louisan and re- 
tired vice president of Ralston 
Purina Co., sued in circuit court 
today to have declared void a 
$250,000 irrevocable trust, which 
he set up in 1981 to provide a 
lifetime income for himself, with 
proceeds going to his children 
and. other relatives after his 
death. 

Named as defendants were 
the trustees, Charles E. Minton, 
former St. Louis attorney, now 
of Albuquerque, N.M., and St. 
Louis Union Trust Co.; two sons, 
Edward T. Hall Jr., Washington, 


D.C., and Richard W. Hall, 
Hempstead, L.1., N.Y.; two 
daughters, Mrs. Tyge Roth, 
Greenwich, Conn., and Mrs. 


Levin Lyttleton Waters, Guil- 
ford, Conn.; 11 grandchildren, 
five other relatives and five 
charitable and educational insti- 


Alleging technical defects in 
the trust as grounds for voiding, 
Hall, now 69 years old, asked 
that the trustees be directed to 
deliver the trust assets to him, 
together with interest. 


Alernate Counts. 

In one of three alternate 
cvounts, Hall’s petition asked 
that, if the court refused to 
void the trust, the trustees then 
be direced to pay him $50,000 
\from the trust principal for pay- 
ment of debts he had incurred, 
$3000 to pay expenses of a vaca- 
tion and $15,000 as supplemen- 
tary income at the rate of $500 
monthly retroactive to Jan. 1, 


These payments would be in 
addition to trust income already 
being paid him. He received 
$6000 from the trust last year 
and $5689 in 1951, the petition 
said. 

Another alternate count asked 
that he be paid enough from the 
principal to provide him a 
monthly income of $1740. 

Hall alleged the trustees had 
“failed to exercise discretionary 
powers” in handling the trust, 
leaving ‘final decision on various 
questions to his children, mak- 
ing them in effect the actual 
trustees.

Gelatin Dish 


By Dorothy Brainerd

HEN the weather is hot and tempers 

begin to fray a little around the edges, 

try serving one of tHese pretty molded 
dishes and watch dispositions improve with 
each cool, flavorful mouthful. 

The smooth texture of these chilled gela- 
tin-basé dishes, from soups to desserts, 
makes them ‘‘naturals’’ for hot-weather 
menus. The pink tomato ham buffet salad, 
for instance, is as fresh as a May morning; 
the fruit flavored snows as refreshing as a 
sudden summer shower. 


Aside from such aesthetic appeal (and 
never underestimate its importance), gela- 
tin dishes have several practical points in 
their favor. They add good protein nourish- 
ment; they save money by stretching vege- 
tables, fruits, meats and seafoods; and they 
may be prepared well in advance. 


¢ Tips on Preparation. 


However, they do require some care in. 


preparation if they are to be as attractive 
as those pictured on this page. Remember 
that solid ingredients added to the gelatin 
mixture should be neat and attractive in 
shape and should complement each other in 
flavor and texture. The gelatin, too, must 
blend in both color and flavor with the 
foods added to it. 


Patience is important in making a fancy 
molded salad; it may be imperfect if you 
try to hurry the job. First of all, a thin 
layer of gelatin should be congealed over 
the entire surface of the mold. Hold the 
mold in a pan of ice water and tip it from 
sides to coat the entire surface in a uniform 
layer. This not only prevents any solid in- 
gredients from coming in contact with the 
mold, but also adds to the sparkling beauty 
of the dish when it is unmolded. 


If the salad is made in layers the mold 
must be congealed between each layer and 
the gelatin that is added should be cool, so 
that it will not melt the layer and disturb 
the pattern. 


After the salad has congealed, cover 
with wax paper to prevent it from drying 
out on the surface. Such a salad will re- 
main in excellent condition overnight, but 
it loses some of its attractiveness if held 
longer. 


How to Unmold. 


All of the care which went into the 
preparation can be wasted if the salad is 
not handled with care when unmolded. You 
will need a thin, sharp-bladed knife, a pan 
of hot water large enough for the mold to 
be dipped into it, and a flat plate of the 
right size to hold the mold and any addi- 
tional garnish without crowding. 


Run the knife around the edge of the 
mold to a depth of about one-half inch, 
close to the edge of the container, to loosen 
the bottom edge. Then dip the mold quickly 
in hot water. to within one-half inch of the 
top. Shake the mold gently to determine if 
the salad is loosened; if not, dip it quickly 
again. It is much wiser to dip quickly two 
or three times and stop at just the right 
stage than to leave the mold in the hot 
water too long the first time and melt the 
gelatin. 


Center the plate over the top of the mold 


and invert both mold and plate at the same 
time. 


Here is how the salads illustrated in the 
upper picture were prepared: 


Chicken Cranberry Party Salad. 


Chicken layer: 

Two envelopes unflavored gelatin 

One-fourth cup cold water 

Two cans (21% cups) condensed cream 

of chicken soup 

One-fourth cup mayonnaise 

One tablespoon minced parsley 

Soften gelatin in water. Heat one-fourth 
can soup; add gelatin and dissolve. Stir 
dissolved gelatin into remaining soup; cool. 
Fold in mayonnaise and parsley. Pour salad 


into a mold which has been rinsed with cold . 


water; chill until firm. 

Cranberry layer: 

One one-pound can jellied cranberry 

sauce 

One envelope unflavored gelatin 

One-fourth cup cold water | 

Crush cranberry sauce with a fork. 
Soften gelatin in cold water; set in a pan 
of boiling water and stir until gelatin is dis- 
solved. Mix gelatin and, cranberry sauce; 
pour on top of firm chicken Jayer; continue 
to chill until cranberry layer is firm. Un- 
mold; serve on greens. Six servings.

One envelope unflavored gelatin

Soften gelatin in cold water. Heat one- 
fourth can consomme; add gelatin and dis- 
solve.

What kind of 
Americans are these—people from 
whom it is not even necessary to 
wrest freedom, but who just can’t 
give it away fast enough? 


For the record, let me state that 
I, a Joyal American whose closest 
contact with Communists is reading 
about them, not only object vehe- 
mently and violently, but resent to 
the very core, the complacent as- 
supmtion that all loyal American 
citizens will sit idly by while their 
freedoms are snatched from under 
their very noses. 


What does freedom mean to such 
people? The freedom to accept-only 
what is granted them? Don’t they 
know that the Communist party is 
still legal in the United States? And 
the reason is that our people still 
have the right to free choice. 

Americans do not want anything 
rammed down their throats. They 
want to make their own choices. 
And it is only when all varieties 
of things are available that they 
can make the best choice. Isn't that 
freedom?

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The Tables Are Turning 


A lot of things could be said about Senator 
McCarthy’s performance on “Meet the Press” 
Sunday. A few will suffice. 

First, it shows another switch in the Wiscon- 
sin inguisitor’s attitude toward the three Demo- 
cratic members who resigned in a body from his 
investigating subcommittee. Last week he was 
virtually on his knees in a nine-page letter, 
begging them to come back. “The door is open 
for your return,” he had written. “We shall 
be happy to consider your suggestions and rec- 
ommendations,” and so on and on, 

But now that Senators Symington of Missouri, 
McClellan of Arkansas and Jackson of Washing- 
ton, have said they will not return, Senator 
McCarthy puts the blame on them for ground- 
ing his subcommittee. He finds them motivated 
by politics and points out that Senator McClel- 
lan is up for re-election next year. He ignores 
the issue of whether he, McCarthy, should have 
the sole power to hire and fire, an authority 
which was never voted to Senator McClellan 
when he was chairman in the last Congress. 

Second, Senator McCarthy acts hurt because 
the Democrats did not give him ample time to 
get out of the hole in which he found himself 
when he “learned” that his choice for committee 
chief of staff, J. B. Matthews, had written a 
wholesale attack on the Protestant clergy. He 
says he did not know about the article and asked 
for a day or two in which to work out the 
problem. 

Why did he not know about it? Congressman 
Kit Clardy of Michigan, a Republican member 
of the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
knew all about the article. He put the entire 
text in the Congressional Record for June 27 
(pages A4114-4117). Moreover Congressman 
Clardy introduced it with these words: 

Mr. Speaker, an article entitled “Reds 

in Our Churches,” and written by Dr. J, B. 

Matthews, appears in the July issue of 

American Mercury. It is a well-documented 


discussion of the subject. I commend it to 
all the ‘members. 


Yet Senator McCarthy in his letter of July 15 
to Senators Symington, McClellan and Jack- 
son, wrote: “1 was totally unaware of the contro- 
versial article written by Dr. Matthews. It first 
came to my attention the first week of this 
month”! 

It takes little imagining to hear the scorn 
which Senator McCarthy would be heaping on 
some State Department official who did not 
know about a magazine article as embarrassing 
to a member of the diplomatic service. What is 
a high crime and misdemeanor for someone else 
is for Senator McCarthy just a human slip that 
should be smoothed over without headlines. 

Those who heard Senator McCarthy on “Meet 
the Press” heard a very different voice and saw 
a very different manner from the noise and 
defiance that went out from the Republican 
national convention on a national hookup just a 
year ago. Now he is quiet and contrite and 
ready for the most part to let bygones be by- 
gones. 

Why? Because the tables are turning. The 
American people are standing up to him. It 
began when James Wechsler, editor of The 
New York Post, matched him and more in that 
star chamber hearing designed to intimidate all 
the press. It has continued as a distinguished 
trio—a Catholic priest, a Jewish rabbi and a 
Protestant minister—in effect denounced Mc- 
Carthy’s use of J, B. Matthews. It aroused at last 
President Eisenhower, who answered the tele- 
gram of the clergymen with a denunciation of 
this injection of the religious issue, 

No wonder Wisconsin’s McCarthy gives out 
the appearance of being a changed man! 
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The Reducing Minister 

A peculiar fate is befalling Vyacheslav A. 
Malyshev, one of the Russian top officials to 
suffer demotion since the removal of Lavrenti 
P. Beria. Mr. Malyshev is carrying less weight 
with the Malenkov-Melotov Government not only 
figuratively but literally. From the post of Min- 
ister of Heavy Machinery he was demoted to 
the newly-created post of Minister of Medium 
Machinery. Next, in the inexorable march of 
Soviet logic, we do not doubt that Mr. Malyshev 
will be removed from his new post and ‘appoint- 
ed Minister of Light Machinery—which would 
be, as we like to say-:in our quaint capitalist 
jargon, the beginning of the end. 
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Man of Words and Worth 


When the news came from England last week 
that Hilaire Belloc was dead, it evoked at once 
the feeling that another giant had passed from 
a scene not frequently graced by giants these 
latter days. Maybe Winston Churchill is the last 
one surviving. This linking of Belloc and Church- 
ill has been made before, notably by Mr. Doug- 
las Jerrold, who said that, for all their differ- 
ences, “they resemble each other closely in that 
impression of massive aloofness which they im- 
ply but never express. Grave or gay, pontifical 
or ribald, these are great men.” 

Belloc seems too much neglected over here. 
Perhaps this Frenchman-turned-English is over- 
shadowed by that Irishman-turned-English, G. B. 
Shaw, and by H. G. Wells and Maurice Baring 
and G. K. Chesterton, those writers of the earlier 
decades of the century with whom he consorted 
and disputed. But he was by no means the least 
of them. 

Belloc called himself a “hack.” He did not 
like having to write for a living. (Your writer’s 
pleasure is almost never in the work but in the 
result.) Yet the term has no application to the 
quality of his work. True, he wrote more than 
a hundred books: novels, histories of kings and 
battles and works sociological and political, and 
who knows how many pieces not preserved in 
bindings. So it is a wonder that one can dip in 
here, there, or anywhere and always find the 
writing good. 

Maybe he was at his best not when dealing 
with Marlborough or Richelieu, William the 


Conqueror or Cromwell, Milton or Catherine . 


the Great, but rather when he was conducting 
a conversation with a cat, or admiring charts as 
he sailed his little ship, or praising a great wind 
or a good wine, or speaking up for the crooked 
streets of old cities: 


I have no quarrel... . with great avenues 
and lines of palaces; but why should they 
pull down my nest beyond the river—Straw 
Street and Rat Street and all those wind- 
ing belts round the little Church of St. 
Julien the Poor, where they say Dante stud- 
ied and where Danton in the madness of his 
grief dug up his dead love from the earth on 
his returning from the wars? . . . I bear in 
mind certain streets of the town where I 
served as a soldier. There was the Street of 
the Three Little Heaps of Wheat, the Street 
of the Trumpeting Moor, the Street of the 
False Heart, and an exceedingly pleasant 
street called “Who Grumbles at It?” and 
another short one called “The Street of the 
Devil in his Haste,” and many others. 


“Let us love one another and laugh,” Belloc 
urged. “Let us suffer absurdities, for that is only 
Ao suffer one another.” Often he had the mind

of a controversialist, but always he had the 
heart of a very kindly man. And so, in his own 
verses: 


O my companion, O my sister Sleep, 
The valley is all before us, bear me on. 


Setback for Allied Unity 

The House Rules Committee has cleared for 
floor action the Simpson bill to put more ob- 
stacles in the way of reciprocal trade negotia- 
tions, and so endeth another lesson for the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

The Simpson bill may not pass, but its ap- 
proval by the Republican House leadership is a 
straw in the wind that will surely make a deep 
impression wherever dollar-short peoples abroad 
are hoping for expanded trade with the United 
States. 

Originally the Simpson restrictions were a 
part of his bill to extend the already crippled 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act for one year. 
The Administration, after promising to help 
stack the Tariff Commission and to negotiate no 
new trade agreements during that year, per- 
suaded Congressman Simpson to incorporate his 
proposals in a separate bill. If the intent was to 
bury them, that aim has now been foiled by 
the House Republican leadership itself. 

Thus the result of the Administration's parti- 
san approach to foreign trade—an approach 
which put party “unity” above real achievement 
in reducing trade barriers—is worse than noth- 
ing. The Administration comes out with a tem- 
porary extension of the Reciprocal Trade Act 
which it has already reduced to meaningless, 
plus a clear warning to our Allies that the Re- 
publican leadership in Congress is still the high- 
tariff, narrow-visioned body it always was. 

In an extremely able discussion of foreign 
trade Senator Humphrey (Dem.) of Minnesota 
recently told the Senate: “If the President puts 
priority upon unity ‘on foreign policy in the Re- 
publican party, he is going to have to sacrifice 
unity of the Western nations of the world.” 

There is every evidence that strong presiden- 
tial leadership for a liberal trade policy could 
win if it rallied the supporters of such a policy 
in both parties. The President has chosen in- 
stead to try to compromise with the high-tariff 
branch of his own party. The result is a stale- 
mate on trade policy which can only shake the 
confidence of our allies who know that if they 
cannot expand their trade with us, they will 
have to trade elsewhere to live. 
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A Rule Against Irresponsibles 

Senator Monroney of Oklahoma offers a sen- 
sible proposal in the interest of making con- 
gressional investigations more responsible than 
some of them have been in the past. He sug- 
gests that the Senate revise its rules so that 
it can stop an investigation at any time. 

As co-author of the congressional reorgan- 
ization act of 1945, Mr. Monroney speaks from 
an exceptional knowledge of the subject. 
Whether the authority he proposes would be 
used more than sparsely is doubtful. The. Sen- 
ate has shown an extreme reluctance to exercise 
the authority which' makes it the judge of the 
fitness of its members, for instance. 

There would always be, however, the possi- 
bility that the fule would be used. Possessing 
the authority might make Senators more open 
to arguments that they should recognize their 
own responsibility to curb irresponsibles. At 
the least, every Senator, all the way up to the 
best, would stand on special notice that he bears 
personal responsibility for investigative abuses 
by every other Senator, all the way down to 
the worst. 


Investigating committees are the creatures 
of the whole chamber. When they are guilty 
of offenses, the whole chamber is party to the 
offense. Senator Monroney’s proposed change 
in the rules would make that moral fact a par- 
liamentary reality.

Bulge in the Debt 

A sudden bulge has carried the national debt 
to its highest peacetime peak and within $3.- 
000,000,000 of the $275,000,000,000 limit fixed 
by Congress. This development presents the 
White House with the possibility of having to 
ask Congress to increase the debt limit before 
adjourning at the end of this month. 

Such a request would be politically embarras- 
sing for an Administration which came into of- 
fice on pledges of economy and budget balanc- 
ing. No doubt it will be avoided if that is at all 
possible. And if it cannot be avoided, the re- 
quest is sure to be surrounded by a great many 
words about the “inheritance” from the preced- 
ing administration. 


If the politics of the matter could be forgot- 
ten it would be generally agreed that the im- 
portant thing is not the size bf the debt limit 
fixed by Congress, but the size of the debt. The 
debt is risihg now, and will continue to rise 
for some time, because Government expendi- 
tures are exceeding revenues. 

The deficit for the year which ended July 1 
was largely the responsibility of the Truman 
Administration, but the deficit for the current 
year will be the responsibility of the Eisenhow- 
er Administration. And the reason for that defi- 
cit is that the Eisenhower Administration has 
been unable to cut its expenditures to fit the 
cloth of its receipts. It has extended the excess 
profits tax, but what it gains there will be more 
than lost by its decision not to extend present 
individual income tax rates.

Wrong Way to Change Policy 

Legislation by rider, the practice of attaching 
a policy-making amendment to an appropriations 
bill, is a bad practice. It is especially so in the 
provision attached to the defense appropriations 
bill by Senator Maybank of South Carolina. 

The Maybank rider would end the established 
policy of giving special consideration to areas 
of unemployment in the awarding of defense 
contracts. It is being resisted by Senator Fer- 
guson of Michigan and Senator Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Saltonstall claims that it is 
directly aimed against New England. 

Of course defense orders should be filled at 
the lowest possible cost to the taxpayer and 
with the utmost efficiency and speed for the 
benefit of the armed services. Nobody is going 
to argue with Senator Maybank. about that. But 
if contracts of this kind can produce the inci- 
dental benefit of providing work for the work- 
less, so much the better. And firms hard up 
for business generally can be counted on to be 
among the low bidders for any contract. 

This policy has been in force since 1947, and 
Senator Saltonstall argues that it has not 
cost the taxpayers any extra money. If he is 
wrong, Senator Maybank should demonstrate the 
fact. And if a change in policy is indicated, it 
should be adopted on its own merits and not 
as a rider to a vital money bill.

The Case for County Police 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


St. Louis county legislator urges County Council to prepare to 
establish unified police force; cites examples of other urban coun- 
ties; says sheriff system is obsolescent, variety of police forces 
too expensive; proposes new plan be drawn by next year. 


Remarks by State Representative A. Clifford Jones to 
the St. Louis County Council 


After State Representative A. Clif- 
ford Jones made the following recom- 
mendation to the County Council for 
plans for a unified county police sys- 
tem, the council adopted a resolu- 
tion by Councilman James A. Singer 
to establish a 10-member citizens’ 
commission to formulate such plans. 


I believe when we consider police 
and law enforcement we should look 
ahead 10 or 20 years. Just as you are 
developing a metropolitan mass trans- 
portation plan now, we will have a 
metropolitan police force for the city 
and county. How do we come about it? 
What should we do in St. Louis county 
to help solve the existing problems? 

The solution is brought about in 
either one of two ways. First, either 
men of vision and 
foresight and plan- 
ning take the initi- 
ative or the stench 
will become so 
great you will have 
a rise of indigna- 
tion on behalf of 
the public, If you 
have indignation on 
behalf of the peo- 
ple, a proposal will 
be hastily conceiv- 
ed and ‘t will not 
work out, 

As a matter of 
foresight we should 
consider a planned 
unified police force for the county. A 
unified police department might be pat- 
terned along lines of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department, but above all it should 
be free of political interference.

An Expensive Division 


It has been estimated that the popula- 
tion in St. Louis county by 1960 will 
be 600,000 people. When we get to 
be that large we will be a large metro- 
politan area. The sheriff system is 
satisfactory in rural courties but is 
outmoded in urban counties such as St. 
Louis county. 

What policing facilities do we have 
now? The sheriff has over-all juris- 
diction, Then there are the constables 
and 94 municipalities, some of which 
have police forces ‘and some do not. 
You have a non-local force and you 
couldn’t use your maximum force at 
any one time. It is very expensive to 
maintain all these systems. 

Nassau county, New York, was in 
exactly the same position, with the 
sheriff’s force, the men of the muni- 
cipalities and the constabies. Nassau 
county took the police powers away 
from the sheriff and municipalities and 
constables and started a unified police 
program to solve the problem. 


Compared to the City 


Adjoining Nassau county is West- 
chester county, New York. Westchester 
has a population of one-half million 
people. Within the boundaries of West- 
chester county are four cities, 24 vil- 
lages and 10 unineorporated towns. It 
had a sheriff and two park commis- 
sions. Its crime rate was far above 
that of any other American city, until 
it solved its problem by establishing a 
unified police force. 

The cost of maintaining all of these 
various police forces is tremendous. 
That is the same situation you have 
here. We need a centralized police. 

Compared to the city of St. Louis 
we are far behind the times. We need 
a good detective bureau. We need a 
good vice squad. We need a good 
gambling squad; a good liquor control 
department. We need a good traffic 
squad. We need a good homicide squad.

The Kefauver Co

law enforcement do not go together. 


They should be kept at the opposite 
ends of the picture. They are like 
pickles and milk. 

Before you can formulate a unified 
program it is essential to any plan in 
St. Louis county to have the absolute 
co-operation of the county municipali- 
ties in establishing a completely non- 
political police department. Some of 
the municipalities in St. Louis county 
have excellent police forces and have 
men who are very capable. I speak 
especially of Clayton, University City 
and Richmond Heights. 

You may say, why does a legislator 
poke his nose into what seems to be a 
problem of the County Council? This 
is a problem for tht General Assembly 
in Jefferson City. The County Charter 
in Article III, Section 22, subsection 20 
grants you legislative power pertain- 
ing to police in the unincorporated 
areas only, so that if anything more is 
to be accomplished it must be through 
the State Legislature. 


Questions to Be Answered 


A lot of people will say let’s develop 
a plan and present it at a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, but it is not 
that easy. If you set up a Police Com- 
mission, a unified Police Commission, 
what kind of a commission do you 
want? Do you want to make it a bi- 
partisan board? Do you want to make 
it appointed by the Governor with the 
supervisor of the county as an ex-of- 
ficio member, or do you want to have 
the board appointed locally? 

Now you have another problem. How 
is this legislation to be set up? Is it 
to be set up for the unincorporated 
area with permissive power for the 
county municipalities to either come in 
or stay out? 
mandatory that the municipalities join 
into a uniform plan by a certain date? 
And then too you have a city with its 
own charter, University City. There 
is a question whether we have the 
power in the Legislature to override 
what they do in such a city. 


Time to Begin Work 


You have the problem of the redefini- 
tion of the duties of the sheriff. We 
can see that the sheriff system is shtis- 
factory for smaller councies but cer- 
tainly not in St. Louis county. What 
part of the sheriff's duties should he 
still retain? Or do you want to main- 
tain the county sheriff’s office as an 
arm of the Circuit Court, stripped of all 
police powers? 

Then you have a problem of what to 
do with your present police forces of 
the various municipalities that want to 
come into this system. We have some 
excellent police forces. How do we 
integrate them into’ the plan? 


In law enforcement it is essential 
that you have a merit system. You 
couldn’t very well operate a sound 
system without a merit system and you 
must have a training program. 

Now, how do you plan to get the 
money for such a program? It can be 
paid out of general revenue, or a tax 
can be earmarked for that purpose, or 
a tax could apply only to the areas that 
come into the plan. Paying for the sys- 
tem out of general revenue would be a 
greater inducement to the municipali- 
ties to come in. 

You must think about the problems 
and come up with some kind of plan. 
Therefore, I recommend to the council 
that in order to work out details that 
you ‘create a 10-man commission to 
study legislation.

THE CORNER STORE, by Albert Idell. (Doubleday, 

287 pe@s., $3.50.) 

The corner store in Philadelphia, run 
by the Chester Joneses, was not partic- 
ularly important as corner stores go, 
but it had a meaning of its own be- 
cause the Joneses had a meaning of 
their own. Gert Cameron, one of the 
neighborhood girls, summed it up: 

“I think running a store is very im- 
portant if it sets an example for a 
neighborhood, like the Joneses have 
done. ...A store isn’t just a place 
with windows, and things inside for 
sale. It’s a lot more. 
It's the people who 
run it for one 
thing.” 

Gert’s mother 
had died a long 
time ago. When she 
thought of a moth- 


er it was Mrs. 
Jones, always being 
nice to her. 


When it came to 
being nice to peo- 
ple Mr. Jones was 
even better than 
Mrs. Jones, and the 


Albert Ide!! young Joneses, who 
helped in the store 
were part and parcel of the young life 


of the community. So the corner store 
was really the Joneses, more concerned 
about giving themselves to their neigh- 
bors than about gaining by their neigh- 
bors’ trade. 


A lot of things happened there at the 
Joneses’ store at the corner of Camac 
and McClellan, for it was the focal cen- 
ter of the community, and around it 
revolved not only the complacencies 
but the conflicts, sometimes tragic, of a 
cross section of American life. 


There was conflict even among the 
Joneses, or differences at least, be- 
cause the five childdren were divergent 
in their interests and temperaments; 
but it never could be said of Papa Jones 
and Mamma Jones that in fulfilling 
their neighborhood obligations they 
failed in their family relationships. 
Much of the charm of the story derives 
from the wisdom with which Pop and 
Mom held the reins on the young 
Joneses pulling in different directions. 


As if the running of the store and 
the handling of their children was not 
enough, the elder Joneses had to go 
and practically adopt Mary Plotko, 
whose home life was unhappy, and out 
of that grew the romance without which 
the story of the store would not be 
complete, 


George, the eldest son, was a long 
time finding out that he loved Mary 
Plotko; he was the business man amortg 
the children and was preoccupied with 
ambitions. It took a crisis to show him 
that there was something more import- 
ant than running a store of his own. 

All in all, it is good to have met the 
Joneses and to have become one of 
the regular customers of their corner 
store.

power authority. 


Victory for Utilities. 


Privately Gov. Dewey is quite | 
frank that if the utilities get | 
their hands on Niagara, 
Democrats will, simultaneously, | 
get their hands on a juicy politi- | 
cal issue in‘New York. Folks in | 
New York are educated about | 
such “grabs.” | 

Niagara would be a great psy- 
chological victory, as well as real 
victory for the utilities. If they 
get it, that would reverse the 
trend of nearly half a century, | 
and justify the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars they have 
spent in propaganda to confuse 
the public about the power issue.

bor Maurice J. Tobin; one-time 
Democratic Governor of Massa- 
chusetts and twice Mayor of 
Boston, died of a heart attack in 
the arms of his wife at their 
summer home here yesterday. 
He was 52 years old. 

He had played 18 holes of golf 
the day Yefore and had retired 
shortly before midnight in ap- 
parent good health and spirits. 


He arose about 7 a.m. and‘ 
made three telephone calls. One | 
of the calls was to the operator 
to learn the correct time. It was | 
7:28. 

As it was more than an hour 
before he was scheduled to at- 
tend Sunday mass, Mr. Tobin 
returned to bed and was read- 
ing the newspaper in his pa- 
jamas when he suddenly gasped 
for breath. 

His wife ran to his side and 
put her arms around him to hold 
him in an upright position. 

Refused to Slow Pace. 

Medical examiner Herbert N. 
Blanchard pronounced death 
due to a heart attack. Members 
of Mr. Tobin’s family said the 
ex-Secretary of Labor had 
known for 18 months that he 
suffered a heart condition but 
never slowed his pace. 

It was reported in Boston, 
where Mr. Tobin lived, that he 
planned to run as Democratic 
candidate for Governor in next 
year’s election. 

In Independence, Mo., former 
President Harry*Truman said: 

“He was a fine man. He was a 
great Mayor of Boston, a great 
Governor of Massachusetts and 
he made one of the best Secre- 
taries of Labor the country ever 
had. I’m shocked. The country 


is losing a very great man and 
1 hate to see this happen. His 
family has all my sympathy.” 

Mr. Tobin served in Truman’s 

Cabinet for four years and five 
months, beginning in August 
1948. 
His funeral will be held Wed- 
nesday morning with a solemn 
high requiem mass at the Cathe- 
dral of the Holy Cross (Catho- 
lic), Boston. He will be buried 
from his heme in Jamaica Plain, 
a section of Boston. 

Truman will attend the fu- 
neral, leaving Kansas City at 2 
p.m. tomorrow by air liner.

Mr. Tobin’s. first political 
office was as State Representa- 
tive in 1927. In 1931, he was 
elected to the Boston school com- 
mittee and became its chairman 
the following year. Re-elected 
to the committee in 1935, he 
led a field of 29 candidates. 

Mr. Tobin had an open break 
with James M, Curley when the 
latter was Governor in 1936, 
Curley, as leader of the state 
Democratic party, had approved 
a list of candidates for dele- 
gates to the party’s National 
Convention. The list did not in- 
clude Mr. Tobin’s name. He 
ran as an independent candi- 
date, broke the Curley slate and 
went to the convention as a 


-Roosevelt-pledged delegate. 


Im his first race for mayor 
of Boston, the next year, Mr. 
Tobin defeated Curley by nearly 
25,000 votes and gave Curley a 
second defeat in 1941 by a mar- 
gin of 9000 votes. 

In 1944 Mr. Tobin defeated 
Horace A. Cahill, now a judge, 
for the governorship. He was 
defeated for re-election for gov- 
ernor by Republican Robert F. 
Bradford in-1946. 

Surviving are his wife and 
three children, Helen, 20, Carol 
18, and Maurice J. Tobin Jr., 15.

Estimates of the duke’s wealth 
ranged from $56,000,000 to 
$180,000,000. His real estate 
holdings in London along—600, 
acres in fashionable Grosvenor 
and Belgrave Squares and Pim- 
lico~were valued at £20,000,- 
000 (then $80,000,000) before 
World War II and land values 
have increased since then. 

He once was the owner of 
Gainsborough’s painting, “The 
Blue Boy.”

Farm Exodus Goes On, 
Working Wives Total 

High as Ever, Census 
Bureau Finds. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP). 
—Unemployment in the United | 
States last year reached the low- 
est point since World War | Po 
agricultural workers continued 


to leave the farms... the num- 
ber of working wives remained 
as high as ever. 

This broad picture of the 
United States labor situation in 
1952 was given yesterday in the 
Census Bureau’s annual report 
on employment. 

Unemployment averaged about 
1,700,000, compared with 1,900,- 
000 iry 1951 and 3,100,000 in 1950. 
Most of last year’s decline in 
unemployment was attributed to 
the fact that fewer housewives 
entered the labor market in 
search of jobs. 

Working Wives. 

However, the number of work- 
ing wives in April 1952 topped 
the peak World War II figure by 
about 2,000,000. For the first 
time since the war’s end, the 
bureau said, there was no signif- 
icant advance in the number of 
married women working or seek- 
ing jobs. 

Both the number of married 
women working—about 10,400,- 
000 in April 1952—and the pro- 
portion working—26.8 per cent— 
were almost unchanged from 
1951. 

The greatest unemployment, 
the bureau said, was in the ranks 
of discharged Korean war vet- 
erans. In October 1952 about 7 
per cent of the veterans were 
looking for work, compared with 
2 per cent for other men of com- 
parable age. The bureau noted 
this was about the same rate as 
immediately after World War II. 

Unemployment was heavier 
among non-whites than among 
whites. 

Increase in Employment. 

The increase in civilian em- 
ployment from 1951 to 1952 was 
not large. Last year it ranged 
from 59,750,000 to a summer 
peak of 62,500,000, when sea- 
sonal laborers and college stu- 
dents were working. The annual 
1952 average of 61,293,000 com- 
pared to 61,005,000 in 1951 and 
59,597,000 in 1950. 

Non-agricultural employment 


the bureau said, with an average | 
of 54,488,000 workers. This fig- | 
ure was about half a million | 
higher than in 1951 and 2,000,- | 
000 greater than in 1950. 

Agricultural employment did | 
not fall off greatly last year but | 
was well under 1950 and the | 
years before that. The 1952 
average of 6,805,000 compared 
to 7,054,000 in 1951, 7,507,000 in 
1950 and 8,905,000 in 1947. 

The bureau said this continu- 
ing trend away from the farms 
“may reflect some further con- 
solidation of farm holdings, as 
well as the abandonment of farm 
operations on marginal lands.” 

Labor Force Expansion. 

The nation’s labor force con- 
tinued to expand in 1952, but at 
a slower rate than in other re- 
cent years. However, because 
of continued inductions into the 
armed forces, the civilian labor 
force — employed and unem- 
ployed — showed practically no 
gain over 1951. 

“Nevertheless,” the bureau 
said, “the total labor force—at 
an average of 66,400,000 in 1952 
—was at a record level. It ex- 
ceeded for the first time the 
peak in World War II, when 
some 11,000,000 persons were 
serving in the armed forces. 

The report noted a pronounced 
drop in the number of older men 
working in the past few years. 
This it attributed partly to 
“more comprehensive coverage 
and higher benefits under public 
and private retirement plans.” 

Information available in April 
1952 showed the proportion of 
men working in the 65-69 age 
bracket had dropped to 58.1 per 
cent from 68.3 per cent in April 
1947. The percentage of ~men 
past 70 working dropped during 
the same period from 34.2 per 
cent to 28.5.

Pollen-Free Areas 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F you have hay fever in the late summer and have not 
been desensitized to the pollen, results of a recently pub- 
lished pollen survey show you where you can vacation 
most comfortably. Oren C. Durham, chairman of the Pollen 
Survey Committee of the Council on Aeroallergens of the 
American Academy of Allergy, recently published results 
of years of pollen sampling all over the country, including 
Alaska and Canada. ° 
Pollen sampling is done by counting the pollen grains 
falling on a vaseline coated slide during a 24-hour period. 
A special exposure device is used and it is put on the top 
of some tall building in the business section of the city. 
This method is approved by all those working in the field, 
both private groups and the United States Public Health 
Service. These pollen counts are figured daily. They are 
converted by a special formula into the number of grains 
per cubic yard of air.

BECAUSE RAGWEED and its close relatives are the 
commonest cause of late summer hay fever in the United 
States, you might be interested in the following list of 
places with zero or extremely low ragweed pollen counts. 
Those who have hay fever in August and September usual- 
ly have it from ragweed and closely related pollens. If 
you are sensitive to ragweed and have not been desensi- 
tized, you would be better off vacationing in pollen-free 
areas. This is true even though an es are avail- 
able to lessen your symptoms. 

The drawback of the antihistamines as a substitute for 
either staying away from the pollen or becoming desensi- 
tized to it is that they do not protect you from the likeli- 
hood of eventually developing asthma. 

Although these pollen-free parts of the country make 
good vacation spots, don't plan to move to one of them 
permanently. You can’t escape allergy for more than 
six to 18 months by moving. You will just become sensi- 
tized to some other pollen in the new location. It will 
produce symptoms that are just as bad as the original hay 
fever from ragweed.

GENERALLY SPEAKING, the area between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Eastern seaboard is loaded with rag- 
weed and related pollens. Also generally speaking, Alaska; 
western British Columbia; western Washington and Oregon; 
Havana, Cuba; and Hamilton, Bermuda, are ragweed pollen 
free. Canada, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, the 
Gaspe country beyond Quebec, and Newfoundland are all 
relatively free from ragweed pollen.
